Tho case of Dr. Wiliiain Henry 
Hatch, charging Frederick Marriott, 
of the "News Letter," with libeling 
him, in charging him with having do 
diploma entitling him to practice the 
profession, was called in the Police 
Court yesterday. Colonel Barnos de- 
fended the case, and Judge Bachelder 
prosecuted. 

The plaintiff desired to have the 
case continued, as he bad heard tlx 
defendant was willing to make amends 
and retraction. The defence refused 
to allow a continuance, as they had 
remained in Court all day, and were 
ready with their witnesses. 

The prosecutor was then put on the 
witness stand . He declared that he 
was a physician, having a diploma 
from the Royal College of Physicians 
of Loudon. He received the diploma 
in 1858, in a class of more than 20! i 
graduates. He did not have the diplo- 
ma with him, a-; it is in tho hands i f 
lawyer Morgan, who has withdrawn 
from the prosecution of tho case. This 
was about all the prosecution elicited, 
ami then ( Jolonel Barnes took hold of 
the doctor for examination. He first 
began by making very searching in- 
quiry into tho witness' knowledge of 
London and its surroundings; partieu 
larly inquisitive was the Colonel us to 
tho location and pecularitios of the 
Royal College id' Physicians. The doc- | 
tor was peculiarly forgetful of almost 
everything be had ever seen or observ- 
ed. " He 

COULD NOT RECOLLECT 

Where the College was situated; be 
thought, it was located in the West 
End, He resided near Tower Hill, 
but could not remember the street in 
fact, did not know tho namo of any 
one of tho streets of London.

The 
most casual observer of political mat- 
ters will discover at a glance that with 
our small revenue tho prospect of es- 
caping from the clutches of Ottawa 
without giving hor a receipt in full 
for the railway obligations would be 
utterly hopeless. It is to tho policy 
of borrowing this money at this vital 
moment that wo are opposed. Wo see 
in it a few brief momonts of apparent 
prosperity to be followed by years of 
crushing taxation and vassalage. Some 
who take a different view have boon 
considerate enough to call us an 
"alarmist." If tho man who cautions 
another that should ho pursue the same 
path a few steps further he will miss 
his footing and be dashed to pieces is 
an "alarmist," then are wo ono. If 
the man who warns tire inhabitants of 
a dwelling that the foundations of the 
structure aro giving away aud that 
unless they speedily remove them- 
Belvos and their household goods to a 
place of safety they will bo over- 
whelmed in one common ruin, be an 
"alarmist," then aro we one. If to 
caution the inhabitants of a hamlet 
that the mountain at the foot of which 
they nestle in fancied security is a 
sleeping volcano which is about to 
pour forth burning lava and destroy 
them can be called an "alarmist," 
then, indeed, are wo one. Wo have 
implored our Government to keep out 
of dobt to Canada. If they must bor- 
row money let them go elsewhere for 
it. Lot them pledge tho revenue for 
a long term of years, pay heavy inter- 
est, submit to almost any sacrifice, 
lather than accept a single sou from 
Ottawa that is not ours under the 
terms of union until such time as Ca- 
nada is prepared to show that she is 
in eurnuai iu carrying out tho railway 
works promised under Confederation.

Dedication- 

The now Methodist Church ereoteii at 
Soruenos, Maple 15ny Mission, was dedi- 
outod to tlio worship of God ou tho 23d 
inst. The morning was fino and promis- 
ing, and tho people came from every part 
of tlio country to nttond tho occasion. 
The dedication services wore conducted 
by thn Rev. W. Pollard, Chairman of the 
District, assisted by Rev. T. Derrick and 
Rev. W. V. SexRmith. 

At 12:30 tho services commenced by 
praise and prayer, in which tho congre- 
gation heartily joined. The Rev. Mr. 
Derrick read the lessons, and tho Rev. 
Mr. Soxsmilh gave out tho second hymn. 
Mr. Pollard then delivered a discourse 
suited to tho occasion which was atten- 
tively listened to by a largo congregation. 

W. Smitho, M. P. P., on behalf of the 
building committee, presented the beau- 
tiful edifice to be used for religions wor- 
ship in connection with tho Methodist 
(Jhurdh of Canada, and oarnost prayer 
was offered up to tho Great Head of tho 
Church for blessings upon the worship- 
pers in all tbeir assemblies. Tho services 
were exceedingly solemn and instructive, 
and all the people appeared to take a 
dee]) interest in them. 

About 2:30 p. in. tho friends sat down 
to a rich repast provided by tho inhabit- 
ants of Somenos and their friends. Ar- 
rangements hail been made to have tea in 
tho adjoining grove, but tho heavy rain 
on tho previous day rendered that im- 
practicable. They were necessitated to 
bave it in the church. Thero must have 
been from eighty to a hundred present. 
It was the la'-gest gathering that had ever 
been seen in the Cewiehan District. 

Tea being over tho meeting was- reor- 
ganized. Mr. Smitho was called to tho 
Chair, and gave a very appropriate ad- 
dress in bis best stylo. Eloquent and 
patriotic addresses wero also given by 
Rev. Messrs. Pollard and Derrick. Rov. 
Mr. Sexsmith, pastor of theChnrch, read 
n financial statement, which showed that 
tho Church had cost about S570 in cash, 
besides the lnbor gratuitously bostowod. 
It is situatad on a corner lot where four 
roads maul, and the ground was present- 
ed to the building committoo by A. R. 
l£ier, Esq. Had the ground and all the 
labor bee.i paid for the cost would have 
been upwards of $700. Tho building has 
gothic windows and doors, is well pro- 
portioned and will seat upwards of one 
hundred people. It is certainly a credit 
to tho people and an ornament to tho 
settlement. The financial proceeds of 
the dedicatory services wero upwards of 
one hundred dollars. One of tho most 
pleasing features ot tho meeting was that 
overy section of the Christian Church in 
the district, was represented, and all felt 
a pleasure in the success of the occasion. 
The people of Somenos are very much 
indebted to Hie Rov. W. V. Sexsmith for 
his indefatigable labors in conducting 
the building to such a successful issue. — 
Visitor.

In tho next placo, tho member for South 
Bruco again condemns tho Administra- 
tion, of which ho lias now bocomo a 
mouiber, for tho "onerous settlement" 
of the British Columbia question and tho 
agjrooment to build tho Esquimalt and 
Xatiaimo Railroad, and after foreshadow- 
ing tho probable amelioration of tho 
terms to which Mr. Mackenzie, through 
Lord Carnarvon, had committed tho 
country, proceeds to condemn tho Sen- 
ftto, remarking that the public "wore 
utterly unable to expect, with regard to a 
largo proportion of tho body selected for 
life, that that proportion would ho lit to 
conduct the affairs of tho country, when 
they had already grown too old to rondurt 
their own." And yet, be it remembered, 
it was these very Senators — now so foully 
aspersed by Mr. Blake — who rejected the 
Esquimalt and Nanuimo bill, aud thus 
enabled tho Government to seek relaxa- 
tion of tho agreements entered into— ng - 
reemonts obnoxious to Mr. Blake, but 
supported and advocated by all those 
who are now his colleagues in tho Do- 
minion Cabinet. And thus the body 
which tho public is asked to believe ut- 
terly incapable of taking an advanced 
view of Legislation, is condemned by 
tho man whoso views, as expressed in 
tho House of Commons, found u majority 
of sympathisers in the House of which 
they are members; aud having rejected 
tho Esquimalt Bill aro now condemned 
by Mr, Blake who was its foremost oppo- 
nent in tho House of Commons!

Mr. Duncan not 
only did not ask pecuniary assistance, 
but paid his own expenses to and from 
Ottawa and declined to accept any money 
whatever in aid of his mission from 
either tho Government or private indi- 
viduals. Tho object of his visit to the 
Capital was to furnish information thai 
would tond to bring about a settlement 
of tho difficulties between the two Gov- 
ernments with respect to Indian affairs. 

Recent information from England is 
to the ofl'oot that Mr. Disraeli is actually 
in a stale of health which makes his 
friouds mioasy. Ho is said to bo buffer- 
ing from a sort of chronic influenza, ac- 
companied by bronchitis, which, though 
it does not lay him up, keeps him very 
woak, and has greatly shaken |i|s not 
very robust constitution.

to secure a distribution of its' copies as 
oarly as the various local journals 
which are so fast depreciating the circula- 
tion and onco paramount influence of 
their London contemporaries, How can 
this staggering feat be accomplished? 
The leading journal had its attention 
drawn some weeks ago to an electric, ma- 
chino in operation at the London Stock 
Exchange, by which the fluctuating quo- 
tations are telegraphed to a number of 
city offices, where an instrument, com- 
posed of moveable figures cud a dial- 
plate, is made to record changes from 
hour to hour. If au electrical current 
cau bo made to manipulate moveable fi- 
gures, it was conceived that a system of 
mechanical type-setting might be carried 
on simultaneously in a number of distant 
places, tho operation bring directed from 
a central office in London; the news be- 
ing thero collected from all parts of tlio 
world, and that tho "copy" might bo put 
in typo nt several provincial ollicea sim- 
ultaneously by operating on an electric 
keyboard, or a number of keyboards, 
controlled iu tho central office. It is now 
positively Stated that the manager of the 
mechanical department of tho Times is 
putting the thing to a private test in or- 
der to ascertain its mechanical practica- 
bilities. If that can be mado clear, tho 
Times directors aro not likoly to be de- 
terred by tinanoial timidity.
